The house ‘was not without 
historical asscciations Queen 
Caroline, George IV.'’s consort, 
had lived there; ‘and the dining 
treble, had it been able to talk, 
could have told of the evening 
that Lord Nelson, dipping his 
finger in the port, had traced out 
the tactles of a famous sea battle. 

My = birth, occurred = during 
Ascot race week, and on the night 
I was born my grandfathct, then

away,

“It is with pleasure that I am 
able’ to inform you fof the birth 
of a son to the Duke and Ductiess 
of York, I propose a toast to the 
young -Prince.’”

Christening 


A month Ioter Queen Victoria 
drove over from Windsor Castle 
to attend the christening of her 
first great-grandson writing in 
her diary: 

“The dear, fine baby, wear 
ing the Honiton lace robe...

was brought in and handed 
to me. J then gate him to 
the Archbishop, and received 
him back... . The child 
wus very good. There wasan 
absence of music which [ 
thought a pity. . . .

I was christened Edward Albert

GENERAL SMUTS, PRESS 
Questions [ATTACKED FOR MAKING 
DAMAGING STATEMENTS 


; Capetown, March 29. 

Mr. Eric Loww, South African Minister of Economic 
Affairs, today attacked General Jan Smuts, 
former Prime Minister, and 11 American and 
British nowspopers and news agencies for mak- 
ing damaging statements about the DurBan 
racial riots in January. 

More than 1.00 Africans and Indians were killed in 


the riots, 


So for as he had been able to ascertain, Mr. Loww 
said, the reports of the South African Press 
Association (the internal news agency) were 
fair and objective, but certain other reports 


were distorted, malicious, false and 


prejudiced. 

Mr. Loww was reporting to 
the Union House of Assembly on 
inquiries made at the instance 
of the South African Society of 
Journalists, which had express- 
ed concern at remarks by the 
Prime Minister, Dr. Daniel 
Malan, that unfounded and ma- 
licious messuges. and: in) some 
cases, lies had heen sent from 
the Union about the riots.
